tb a t It would relieve tbe governm ent oi its lorelgn 
d eb t; th at It would give increased value to the 
greenbacks, diminish the dem and for gold, and 
thereby remove th e disparity betw een tuem and 
gold. It W0U14 qnlcken every industry and restore 
confidence to the people. 
b u t l e r on t h e PTNAN0B8. 
After speaking tor twenty-five m inutes Mr, Kelley 
yielded to Mr. B utler, of M ussachu^etts, who ad­ 
vocated the bill aud claimed th at it was in accord 
with the position which he had held on toe subject 
lor m any years, it was simply a propositiou to 
allow citizens to oome to tbe goveruuienl and say,

EVILS OP A FOBEION DEBT. 
The terrible eflects of a loreign debt are ju st 
now being leli. Wo owe in railroad and other 
debts abont $150,000,000 of in terest, to be paid 
every year abroad in gold, w nere Is th at com iug 
irom? Not Irom the earth by gold producing, be­ 
cause we only produce sixty odd m ilüons a year. 
It m ust be paid in some other form. How has It 
been paid Hitherto? By aelllng m ore bonds, but 
DOW th at source ia stopped, and th a t Is why 
the whole wheels ot business are stopped. Let as 
learn a little from history. Halt a century ago 
Ireland was prosperous as no o ther greeu island 
on earto ; lull ol m anniactnres, full of prod actions, 
and, what is the g re atest evidence o f prosperity, 
producing a population in a g reater degree than 
any other country. 
She had then 8,000,000 ol 
people, who were happy, prosperous, living a t 
Home and all in com parative com fort. But In an 
evil day It became fash io n ab le-h er govcrnm euc 
being rem oved from hor soil—lor the ow ners of 
her land to live abroad. Thus cam e Irish absentee­ 
ism, and what does tn at m eanr It m eans th at tbe

A lter the capture ot Baby­ 
lon by Alexander there were found in the city ac­ 
counts ol astronomical observations during 1,900 
years, which mu-st have been begun 100 years alter , 
the Deluge. The fundam ental event in the history I 
of Hindoo astronom y is an apparent m eeting of 
th e sun asi'l moon, which took place In the year 
8102 B. C. At the present day the Indiana calcu­ 
late eclipses I rum observauces chat were m ade 
5,000 years ago. Their celebrated observatory a t 
B enares affords a striking proof of Hindoo know l­ 
edge 01 the starry heavens.

L e t t e r fro m P r o t e s s o r F r i s b e e . 
T o THk EPITOa ot THE HBIlAhD:- 
Tbough tue actual tran sit of Venus over the 
sun's disc lor the year 1874 has already become a 
m atter of the past, the astronom er’s work has 
hut begun. The telegraph will soon bring us in- 
teiilgeuce of the w eather a t each station and the 
fimes of m e ingress and egress; later, too, we 
will have photographs of the tran sit an n n g each 
aecoud, and Irom all this we will douoUess learn 
much. 
But the main problem —the determ ination 
ol the sun’s distance from the earth —cannot be 
known for some time, probably not beiore 1879. 
At m any of the stations the observers will rem ain 
a t least three months more to determ ine accu­ 
rately th eir longitude, for without this the m ere 
observation of the lime of the internal and ex ­ 
ternal contact or Venus with the sun is of 
iiitie 
avail. 
While

the different stations, and lor the detcrininatioo 
or loDgnude, it will certainty not be am iss to 
place beiore your readers the results and advan­ 
tages hoped to be oblained from m e observation 
-.1 this transit. 
By thus briefly calling them to 
mind we shall be better prepared to appreciate 
the results when they reach us, and tho canse of 
luilure. If any snch there should prove to be. 
And, first, astronom ers hope by means of the 
transit to obtain more accurately than ever be­ 
fore the sun’s horizontal paraliaz, and thus m s 
distance of toe sun and planets from the earth .

From these as centres the longitnde ol neighbor­ 
ing places may be computed, and thus the ac­ 
curate position of many more places determ ined. 
F'/.A—Again, m eteorological and m agnetical 
strum ents have been taken out with n ear' 
expeditions. OM ervations will be u k ei 
tue voyage and a t the varions stations, aud tb 
by some oi the first sclentUlc man and best trained 
Observers of the world. More will thus be accu­ 
rately known about the m eteorology of the world 
aud valuable lac u collected to be n ersarier col­ 
lated, 
leading eventually to a m ore certaiu 
knowledge ol the laws ot storm s, in which so 
g reat an advance has been made during tbe past 
twenty-five years. N aturalists, too, have been ap- 
pom ted to accompan v some of the expeditious, 
aud special lunda have oeen granted them lor the 
collection of specimens.

All the other banks are permitted to 
redeem their notes and pay their depositors in 
I Bank of England notes, which are also a

’The Beecher case was in the conrts yester­ 
day and goes over nntil Monday. 
The Moul­ 
ton cas^ which, after all, is only a side issue 
in the B4«eher scandal, will be oaUed up to- 
day in the federal^Court 
Both sides are fight­ 
ing for tima 
The Beecher lawyers want ths 
Moulton-Proctor case tried first because a ver­ 
dict against Moulton would have a moral 
effect in favor of Beecher. 
The 'Tilton law­ 
yers desire the civil suit to be tried first be­ 
cause they feel that it is their strongest casa 
The ablest lawyers at the New York Bar 
are pitted against each other, with General 
BuÜor as a reinforcement 
It does seem a pity 
that Beecher’s friends should drag the maiden 
name and fame of an esteemed and gifted 
young lady into the courts for the purpose of 
protecting their client; but many curious 
things have been done in this deplorable con­ 
test 
The comfort is that the end mast come 
soon. 
The Glendenning case has come to an 
end. 
The Jersey City Presbytery find that 
Glendenning has committed none of the 
crimes charged against him ; that he did not 
seduce Miss Pomerqy ; but that he behaved 
in on absurd, trifling and unolerioal manner 
in his attentions to a young lady he never in­ 
tended to marry. Accordingly, after acquitting 
him of any crime, they dismisa him from the 
ministry for his follies. 
This is a lenient verdict and a severe sen­ 
tence. 
We are bound to accept it as just. 
But we think it would be wise tor some of our 
reverend friends to consider the propriety of 
establishing “a society for the protection of 
the character of clergymen.” 
There is 
scarcely a mail that does not bring us “a new 
development," or “a religious sensation," or 
an •‘astounding outrage” 
on the part of 
some olergymaiL 
Somehow or,-other these 
scandals are connected with women. 
We do 
not often hear of clergymen oommitting as­ 
sault and battery, or being arrested for drunk 
and disorderly conduct, or stealing, or any of 
the general run of offences that burden the 
statute books. 
The scandal whifb aston­ 
ished the 
civilized 
world 
iu 
Brooklyn 
seems to have generated a brood of small 
scandals. 
In all of ^e m —except, perhaps, 
that of the Catholic priest in Philadelphia 
whose doubta about the infallibility of the 
Pope 
took so 
grotesque 
and 
personal 
a tnm —the congregations of the assailed 
clergymen 
only drew 
closer and closer 
to their pastors. 
In Plymouth church the 
religion of Jesus Christ has been suoceeded by 
a religion the supreme commandment of which 
is to believe in the integrity of J* . Beecher. 
Mr. Glendenning has had, in all his trials, 
the most 
comforting 
support from 
his 
congregation, 
and 
will 
no 
doubt 
be 
preaching next Sunday to a faithful rem­ 
nant of his followers ; the Frankfort clergy­ 
man, Cooper, receives a letter from his flock 
expressing their abhorrence of his assailant; 
and although in West Chester it is proposed 
to “execute summary vengeance’’ upon the 
latest aocnsed clergyman, his parishioners are 
zealous in his defence. This certainly shows 
the value of the religious relation, in the fact 
that it binds the congregation with a personal 
tie to the pastor. 
Certainly the fame of a 
person who aocepte the sacred calling—a call­ 
ing peculiarly susceptible to slander—would 
rest upon uncertain tenure if at the first 
breath of suspicion bis congregation would 
fall from him. 
Wicked or worldly men, we 
fear, take a peculiar pleasure in the down­ 
fall of a clergyman. 
Somehow the assump­ 
tion that a human being like the rest of 
us should be the paragon of virtue^ the in­ 
structor m discipline, the monitor of error, 
the minister of Jesus Christ, the champion 
and ambassador of the supreme and aiHul 
power which rules the universe—this assump­ 
tion, which is involved in the clerical office, 
becomes, as it were, a rebuke to the mass of 
mere worldly men, who, in their hearts, be­ 
lieve that religion is hypocrisy and rejoice in 
the downiall of a clergyman because it is 
simply a manifestation of insincerity and 
deceit. 
As we say, the existence of this worldly 
feeling makes the ministerial calling more and 
more dangerous. 
It imposes upon those who 
accept it severe caution. 
We are far firom 
thinking that because a man is a clergyman 
be should not be as other men in his tastes, 
accomplishments and ways of life—that ho 
should not have the resources of a gentleman 
in all things. 
But the respect he owes his 
holy place, the vast power he holds upon the 
heartt and lives of innocent, trusting, credu­ 
lous and not always over-intelligeut masses, 
and the shook whioh comes to so many 
thousands by such a scandal as we saw 
in Brooklyn, 
should impose upon every 
clergyman the most rigid method of lile. 
If 
he objects to the limitations thus implied then 
the pulpit is not his vocation. 
H be feels 
that he is called upon to serve Christ, then he 
mnst do all that is required in that service. 
The ¿atholic Chnrch, by its exiraordinaiy 
discipline, removes from its ministers many 
of the temptations whieh surround the cler- 
gymen of the Protestant branches. 
But the 
very independenoe of so many Protestants of a 
hierarchol episcopal power only makes it 
mors important for clergymen by their life 
and conversation to avoid these soandals 
which bring so much misery upon themselves 
and reproach upon the Christian name.

Bo much has been said abont the decadenee 
of modem a rt »nd portionlsrly of the drama, 
under the influenoe of French adaptations 
and Engliab burlesques, that we are only too 
glad to note and appland any effort to revive 
the spirit of ths old stag^ when the clssaio 
taste ruled dramatic a rt 
Some time since 
there was a wide disooasion as to the absence 
from our drama of a play that ooold be re­ 
regarded as distinctively American, and our 
authors were called upon to save American 
literature by writing an American “Hamlet” 
or a “School lor Scandal” 
If we could call 
Sheridans and Shakeapearee, like spirits from 
the vasty deep, to do our bidding and create 
immortal dramas, this would be possible. But 
at the same time there are many things in 
modem drama of which we should be proud. 
Nothing IS more absurd than the argument 
that modem taste has become so vitiated by 
opéra bouffs and moral French plays that 
legitimate drama has no longer an audience, 
that 
to 
minister 
to 
popular 
taste it 
is necessary to play the banjo and dance 
in clogs. 
The 
popular 
taste 
is 
pure 
and unerring. 
It will have its freaks now 
and then and indulge in strange adveutares 
after unworthy performances, but in the end 
the highest instinct will prevail. 
Whenever 
we hear of managers complaining of bad busi­ 
ness we are apt to think the cause lies in bad 
actors and worse playa 
Of course the 
depression of the times affects the theatrical 
as well as other business ; but there has been 
no such engagement for a long time as Miss 
Cushman’s farewell performances at Booth's 
Theatre. 
Mr. Jefferson and Mr. Clarke are 
great comedians and they have had great suc­ 
cess. 
This is because Miss Cushman as well 
as Mr. Jefferson and Mr. Clarke have repre­ 
sented the highest forms of dramatic art 
There has been no success however, so 
marked as that of Mr. Bouoicault at Wallack’s 
in his new comedy of “The Shaughraun.” 
This is a dramatic event of great interest and 
is only another triumph in the career of an 
extraordinary man. 
This gentleman has been 
for a long time before the people and he has 
had his own share of criticism. 
We are tojd 
that he is feebfe and oommonplace, that 
be 
steals 
his 
plots 
and 
effects 
from 
the 
French; 
that 
he 
is a shameless 
literary pirate; 
that one effect is from 
Victor Hugo, another from Byron, a third 
from Shakespeare* 
But the truth is that Mr. 
Boucicault has written more successful plays 
than any Uving dramatist, that he has iounded 
a new dramatic school in his creation of the 
modern Irishman of the stage, and that our 
present drama owes more to him than to any 
other writer. 
Mr. Boucicault is certainly an 
extraordinary man, and he deserves this pub- 
ho tribute to hia genius. 
He is the Admirable 
Crichton of literature. 
He writes prose and 
poetry as well as Sheridan, be has consummate 
knowledge of stage business, his performance 
of the tutor Toutlillas, as a Frenchman, and 
of the Shaughraun as an Irishman, are gems 
of aoting. 
In their way the stage has nothing 
finer. The Shaughraun, an idle, shrewd, lazy, 
cunning, thriftless, true and brave Irish de­ 
pendant is as subtle and perfect a picture as 
anything on the stage. 
So that we have the 
extraordinary combination of the highest 
genius for acting with the highest genius for 
authorship. 
In this Boucicault surpasses hia 
mostillustrioas predecessors, for Sheridan was 
an author merely, and Shakespeare, supreme 
in hia poetic art, was only a third class player. 
It is the highest fulfilment of genius to be able 
to create a drama and at the same time to 
step on the stage and illustrate your own 
creations. 
This Mr. Bouoicault has done. 
“ The 
Shaughraun” is a masterpiece. 
No wonder 
Wallack’s beautiful theatre is crowded every 
evening, with the seats nearly all taken for 
two weeks in advance. 
Here we have all the 
requisites of dramatic perfection. 
The theatre 
as perfect as a drawing room, the company 
perfect ^ tone, capacity and fitness, the 
scenery as fine as the painter’s art can desire, 
the comedy witty, pure, effective, natural 
dramatic, and, at the same time, sensational, 
and the great actor himself representing his 
own creations. 
Mr. Wallaok has won the 
blue ribbon of dramatic success lor this sea­ 
son, and he owes it largely to his association 
with the wonderftil man whose genius now 
rules his stage, and will no doubt continue to 
rule it for the remainder of the season.

There has been a good deal of comment 
recently in the newspapers, in reference to 
frauds upon the revenue arising out of the 
custom of many people who go to Europe re­ 
turning with large quantities of dutiable goods 
which they bring in without payment of reve­ 
nue. 
A contemporary recently published an 
account of a “young English lady” who ar­ 
rived from Havre with “eight large, heavily 
laden trunka” 
Thia person claimed that the 
trunks contained the dresses necessary for her 
profession os a performer in an opera troupe 
and they were admitted free of duty. 
The 
officers discovered that this story was incorrect, 
traced her to a millinery store up town, found 
that the tmnks oontained from “fifteen to 
twenty thousand dollars’ worth of silk and 
velvet dresses, embroideries, laces and other 
apparel for ladies.” that there was *‘a list of 
consignees for whom the articles were in­ 
tended” and that “the list included the names 
of two grand dames of Murray Hill and Fifth 
avenue.” The duties on these goods would 
bave been eight thousand dollars. 
We learn, 
furthermore, that the government hag been 
giving attention to the whole subject, and from 
statistics in Washington it would seem that 
many millions of dollars a year ore lost to the 
revenue from this custom of fashionable 
smuggting. 
The laws governing the entrance of baggage 
into New York from Europe are plain enough. 
We do not think their provisions at all severe. 
It is desirable to prevent any undue sj'stem of 
espionage in the operation of onr tariff and 
revenne lawa 
Yet it seems difficult to enact 
a measure that would reach this evil of fashion­ 
able smuggling. 
When a traveller returns 
with trunks filled with dutiable goods which 
he knows should pay the revenue ho is apt 
to take his own measures for having them ad­ 
mitted free of duty. 
The more scrupulous 
traveller, who goes to Europe for pleasure, 
observes the law and does not seek to defraud 
the revenue, is, of course, perfectly indifferent 
as to his relations with the Custom House offi- 
oer. 
During Mr. Bout well’s administration of 
the Treasury It was proposed to estoblish a 
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would reside in Paris or London, keep thefar 
•yes on the movements o4 Americans, obtain 
a list of their pozehases, and indicate this list 
to the offloen in New York, so thet th«re could 
be an intelligent examination of their baggage 
when they returned home.

No government has a right to as­ 
sume that its citizens are necessarily thieves. 
It would certainly be beneath its dignity 
to have detectives shadowing its citizens 
through the warehouses of London and Paris, 
copying their invoices and wantonly prepar­ 
ing for their arrest and dishonor upon their 
arrival at home. 
The government, ao long as it has a revenue 
law, and compels merobants to pay duties on 
laces and silks and articles of the same char­ 
acter, should, of course, see that private citi­ 
zens do not invade its provisions. 
This is 
due not only to the importing mterests bat 
to the demands of its own treasury. 
At 
the same time we think 
there 
should 
be a simple, 
plain 
statute, 
making a 
liberal allowance 
to travellers, 
enabling 
them to bring into the country a moderate 
amount of articles, and beyond this to enforce 
the law rigidly, and make no reservations or 
limitations. 
This can only be a step toward 
its prevention. So long as there are tariflb there 
will be smuggling. 
It is one of the evils of 
onr wretched financial system. 
Bnckle, in 
commenting upon the protective system when 
it was in foroe in England, said that “the 
history of the commercial legislation of Eu­ 
rope presents every possible contrivance for 
hampering the energies of commeroe.” Blan- 
qui, whose “History of Political Economy in 
Europe” is a very high authority, declares 
that “if it had not been for smuggling 
trade could 
not 
have 
been conducted, 
but must have perished, in cousequenos 
of 
this 
incessant 
interference.” 
The 
rise of smuggling in Europe was a neces­ 
sary part of the protective system; no 
laws, however severe, could exterminate the 
smuggler. 
In France, so late as 1786, some 
smugglers were hanged, some burned alive, 
others broken on the wheel 
Buckle, com­ 
menting upon this, truly says that these crimes 
“were directly chargeable on the European 
governments by whom they were provoked. 
The offences were caused by the laws, and 
now that the laws have been repealed the 
offences have disappeared." As soon as we 
have a system of wise legislation in reference 
to the tariff smuggling, even in its fashionable 
aspect, will disappear.
